“JOHN BULL” IMPERTINENCE. 


That unprincipled Paper called “ Joux Betz,” in its number of 
yesterday, speaks in the following contemptuous style of the members 
of the Theatrical profession. 

“ In considering the subject of theatrical amusements in Bui, we 
have always treated it as one of very little importance; this, we ad- 
mit, has excited mo small astonishment in the actors, scene-shifters, 
play-wiiters, lamp-lighters, figurantes, dress-makers, and other re- 
tainers of the public places in and abont in London, who are of opi- 
nion, that more importance attaches to their calling, than is either 
afforded, or due, to any other profession in the country. 


“ The art and mystery of ho'ding “ the mirror up to nature,” ap- 
pears to these mighty personages, and their immediate creatures, far 
beyond all others which are practised in Courts or Councils, Cabinets, 
or Conclaves ; and an Actor, or Actress, what with the feelings of 
extraordinary meiit, the unequalled sensitiveness of evil and oppression, 
the rapture at popula: applause, and the feverish apprehension at 
popular disapprobation, appears to himself or herself, one ef the most 
distinguished personages in the nation.” 

This Lidel on persons, among whom are to be found many of highly 
cultivated mind liberal feeling, and independent circumstances, we 
should not have noticed, had not the Paper that contains it, put forth 
pretensions to criticism, upon a subject which it avows to be of 
“ very little importance.’ 'The readers of the “ Bui,” will observe 
the inconsistency; and duly appreciate the labour, attention, skill, 
taste, and considerate feeling, likely to distinguish the theatrical 
criticisms of this absurd and vile party paper; which has, by the 
common means that guacks resort to, of decrying every nosivum but 
their own, contrived to exist amongst the idle, careless, and depraved 
Fortions of the community.
